But we in- 
sist that, in accordance with Democratic 
usage, they shall be strictly and exactly con- 
strued, and that they shall warrant the exer- 
cise by nae of no power not directiy 
and explicitly given bv them. We firm- 
ly believe that the chiefs of the Rad- 
ical have sought and are secking, by 
means of @ latitadinarian construction of the 
Constitution, and eapecially by their construc- 
tion of the 13th, 14th and 15th amendments, 
to change the form and character of the gov. | 
ernment and destroy -the liberties of the | 
people. We believe that their construction | 
of these amendments is érroneous, and of. 
itself renders them unsafe and improper cus- 
todians of the public interest.”
